It is 
realized that if we are to continue as a nation we 
must have defense, and the question has resolved 
ttself into one of method. . 

Roughly, the United States has only, two 
choices—an adequate professional army backed by 
a nation of wholly untrained civilians liable to 
@raft in emergency or a small regular establish- 
ment backed by a constantly changing army. of 
nonprofessional soldiers, men who return after 
their service to all kinds of civilian life. 

There is still a large group of men and women 


colors and under military discipline. In general 
they are for a larger regular establishment. 

The United States could support a large pro- 
fessional army. It could get one and keep one 
if it paid a sufficient wage. To double or triple 
the present wage would attract large numbers of 
young men to the colors, especially if the term 
of enlistment were shorter. The army wage now 
is spending money, pocket money. Soldiers can 
save it all if they like. They are cared for in food, 
shelter, and clothing. If there were any assur-

We 
have always had a citizen army in the past—at 
least a reserve of citizens. The trouble with it is 
that the reserve was almost of no use at all. Our 
most pretsntious experiment in a voluntary citizen 
army has just proved “a tragic failure,” in the 
words of Gen. Wood Neither he nor Gen. Scott 
regarded the mobilization of the militia with the 
sweet complacency of Secretary Baker. They 
knew that if the miodbflization of the militia had 
been against anything it would not only Have 
been a tragic failure but a bloody tragedy. And 
the next time we are required to mobilize it will 
not be against a vanished enemy. 

The voluntary citizen army has failed, as it 
has always failed here and everywhere. It is not 
good enough and it cannot be made good enough. 
But a citizen army can be made good enough if we 
try hard enough. The objections of opponents to 
universal service are that it will not provide a 
sufficiently large first line. But they are going 
on the assumption that we will not try hard 
enough, that our citizen armies will be in the 


* future as futile as they have been and now are. 


But if we try hard enough to get an efficient olti - 


Tune danger of course is that we will not try 
hard enough, that we will funk it. We cannot 
have an efficient citizen army if it amounts only 
to a series of voluntary or even compulsory Platts- 
burgs. We want, of course, to spend the minimum 
of time in military schooling. But if we cut it 
down too much we had as well spend no time 
at all. That is why we must listen to Gen. Wood 
and Gen. Scott. They know how much time ts 
necessary to the training of a private, of a non- 
commissioned officer, and of an officer. . They 
know the best methods of training them. When 
Gen. Wood says that six months with the colors 
is the shortest possible time we cannot safely

The conviction that peace was only remotely 
suggested by the German proposal for negotiation 
is sustained by the statements of the French, 
Russian, and British governments. Great Britain 
has won, but France and Russia have not, and 
British sentiment has been too outraged for ac 
ceptance of present conditions.

married Humphrey Sturt of Horto 


Dorset, son of Sir Anthony Sturt, high 


sheriff of Hampshire and grandson of 
Anthony Sturt, a leading alderman of 
London in the reign of Charles II.

Humphrey Sturt’s great-grandson, 
Henry Gerard Sturt, popularly known 
as “ Bunnie” Sturt, was raised to the 
peerage by Queen Victoria in 1876 as 
Lord Alington of a new creation and 
married twice, his first wife, mother of 
the present peer, being Lady Augusta 
Bingham, daughter of Gert Bord Lucan 
of Crimean war fame, while his second 
wife, who was childless, was Miss 
EVI Leigh of Luton Hoo, a beauti- 
ful woman. 

The present Lord Alington's sisters 
include the former Viscountess Chelsea, 
now the wife of the admiral of the fleet, 
Sir Hedworth Meux. Another sister 
was the charming and popular Winifred, 
wife of Lord Hardinge, now permanent 
undersecretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs. She succumbed to an operation 
in London, while he was viceroy of 
India. 

The present Lord Alington is a tall, 
fair man.

Both 
she and her husband are great friends of 
Queen Alexandra and were high in the 
favor of the late King Edward, who 
was a yearly visitor to Crichel.

BAIL THEM OUT 


Three Lawyers Lose Money In 


Landis’ Court and Another 
18 Squelched, 


Five glum bondsmen, moping in fail, 


’ exemplified the adage yesterday that 


“a prophet is without honor in his own 
country.“ They were sent to jail three 
days ago by Federal Judge Landis on 
charges of perjury in correction with 
giving bonds. And despite their know!- 
edge of the tricks of the game and much 


_ Strenuous effort on the part of friends, 


they have been unable to get any of 
the brethren in thé same line of busi- 
ness to come near enough to bail them 
out. 

When the five, with a dozen other 
prisoners involved in the Smiglak bank- 
ruptey hearing, were herded into court 
by depufy marshals they presented a 
gloomy picture. They knew they were 


in for another hard day and many deep, 


damp moans emanated from the sor- 
rowful group. And not a spectator shed 
a tear. ‘ 

Besides the bondsmen and other pris- 
oners, four lawycrs talked themselves 
into difficulties, and three of them lost 
money by it. Two of them have been 
suspended from federal practice. Louis 
Friedman, a jail guard, also faces sus- 
pension becsuse of his connection with 
the bond of one of the litigants in the 
hearing. 


Jails Near. S. R. O. 

The hearing was a continuation of the 
suit started a week ago by Attorney 
David Stansbury on behalf of a client, 
Joseph Smiglak, a Halsted street shoe 
store owner, who t robbed by his 
own son. Revelations were made by At- 
torney Stansbury that caused Judge 
Landis to wade right into the midst of 
three separate organized bands of al- 


‘leged criminals, with the result that 


twenty-four bondsmen, lawyers, and al- 
leged bankrupts have gone to jail. 
From the number of subpcenas issued 


it was predicted that at least a dozen 


more will find their way to cells before 
the hearing is over. One bit of informa- 
tion obtained by the judge yesterday 
was the location of the “ rendezvous” 
of the gang of professional. bondsmen. 
It is a saloon owned by George Murphy, 
across the street from the Criminal 
court building. f 


Introducing Lawyer Bowen. 
Murphy was subpcenaed and he admit- 
ted that his saloon practically was the 


headquarters of the bondsmen who in- 


fest the courts on the north side. As he 
took the stand Frank H. Bowen, an at- 
torney, leaped to his feet and shouted: 

“I am this man’s attorney, and I want 
to see the charges.“ 

Judge Landis gazed at him with mild 
surprise for a few moments and then 
began wiping his specs. 

* You'll find a chair right behind you,” 


- replied the judge. 


“I would like to see the charges 
against my client.“ insisted the attorney. 

“Take him away,” directed the judge 
to a deputy marshal. 

“T object,” shouted Bowen. 

“All right, object, replied the judge

Upon questioning Murphy the judge 
learned that Bowen had not been hired 


or asked to attend the trial. Bowen, he 


said, had formerly been. his attorney, 
and he emphasized the word “formerly,”

house to swing the dry program. 
Controlled by Mayor. 


The Anti-Saloon league people have 
the quiet belief that the mayor and the 


city hall organization control at least 
a half dozen state representatives from 
the Chicago districts now listed as wets 
but who would be sufficient in number 
to join with the pledged drys and put 
through the complete anti-saloon plat-. 
form. | 

The main plank in this platform, as 
adopted yesterday; and as was forecast 
in THE TRIBUNE two months ago, is 
a state-wide vote on prohibition, with 
the women voting. It would come by 
way of the submission of an act estab- 
lishing statutory prohibition, which 
would become effective when ratified by 
a vote of the people. The act would 
prohibit the sale and manufacture of 
intoxicants, the purpose being to put 
the distilleries and breweries out of com- 
mission as well as the saloons.

The indorsement of Mayor Thompson 
was coupled with one of Judge Kenesaw 
M. Landis, which read: :

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OLDEST PROFESSOR, DIES. 


Evanston Educator, for 30 Years 
Head of Fisk Academy, Stricken 
at Age of 76. 


The Rev. Herbert Franklin Fisk, D. D., 
LL. D., connected for forty-three years 
with Northwest- 
ern university, Ev- 
anston, thirty 
years as head of 
the Evanston 
academy,. and 
thirteen years as 
professor in the 
university, yester- 
day died at his 
residence, 1625 
Judson avenue, 
Evanston. 

Dr. Fisk was 76 
years of age and 
was the oldest 
professor in the 
college of liberal 
arts of the univer- 
sity. He came to 
Evanston in 1873 and after he had served 
as principal of the academy for thirty 
yeara he was given a notable testimonial 
from educators in all parts of the coun- 
try. The academy building was named 
Fisk hall in his honor and was the gift 
of the late William Deering. Dr. Fisk 
was first married*to Miss Anna Green of 
Portageville, N. I., in 1866. She died in 
1908. In February, 1912, he was married 


pupil and teacher in the academy. 

Dr. Fisk was born at Stoughton, Mass., 
Sept. 25, 1840. He was ordained to the 
ministry and served a brief period as 
pastor, but most of his life was devoted 


to the work of education.
